


TRE TRIVIA GAME 


GAME ELEMENTS 
Entertainment Tonight™: The Trivia Game contains one playing board, one die, 
600 questions and answer cards, six card boxes, 36 markers, and one label sheet. 
Entertainment Tonight: The Trivia Game can be played by two or more adult players, 
or up to six teams. 
GAME OBJECT 


To move all six category markers around the board and into the T.V. screen in the center 
of the board. 


GAME SET UP 


1. Using enclosed label sheet, place labels on die (one of each of the six categories) 
and on all 36 white playing markers. Assemble card boxes. 


2. There are 100 cards in each category, color-coded as follows:

Music : Orange Movies : Red World : Blue

T.V. : Yellow Arts : Green Sports : Purple 


Shuffle each deck and place them in their appropriate card boxes. 
3. Each player or team chooses a color; then takes the six markers in that color. 
4. Players decide among themselves who goes first. 
5. Play moves clockwise on the board and clockwise among the players. 
6. Play begins on the staircase below the T.V. screen and follows the arrows clockwise. 


GAME PLAY 


The first player rolls the die to determine from which category his/her question will be 
asked. The player to the right selects the first card in that category deck (being careful 
not to let the player see the answers on the back) and asks the player to choose a 
degree of difficulty. Questions numbered “1” are easiest; questions numbered “6” are 
most difficult. The chosen question is read to the player. The answer is compared to the 
answer on the reverse of the card. If correct, the player moves that category’s marker 
the “level” number of category squares around the board. In other words, if the player 
answers a level 3 T.V. question correctly, he/she advances his T.V. marker three T.V. 
squares. 


There are six groups of six categories on the game board. Markers zigzag from track to 
track, thereby touching down once per category in each grouping. The final space for 
all categories is the T.V. screen in the center of the board. A correct answer entitles that 
player to another turn. The player continues rolling the die and answering questions 
until he or she answers incorrectly. 


CHALLENGE QUESTIONS 
Entertainment Tonight: The Trivia Game offers a unique scoring opportunity with 
CHALLENGE QUESTIONS, which allow all players to advance or go back! One of the 
six questions on each card is a randomly placed CHALLENGE QUESTION and is 
printed in BOLD type on the card. This question has NO ANSWER on the reverse 
side of the card. Play proceeds as follows: 

1. If a player has asked for a level of difficulty in a category and that question is in 
bold type, the card reader announces that it is a CHALLENGE QUESTION before 
reading the question. 

2. After hearing the question, the player may pass and lose a turn, with game play 
moving to the left; or the player may give an answer to the question. 

3. The answer (or good bluff) is assumed to be correct unless it is CHALLENGED! 

If it is not challenged, play proceeds without checking the answer. 

4. Challenges may come only from players who have markers advanced on the 
board, and Challenges move sequentially to the original player’s left. Therefore, 
a Challenge answer by a second team may be Challenged by a third team, and 
so on. Challenges continue to the left as long as answers are different. 

5. After all Challenge answers are given, the correct answer is looked up in this 
Instruction Booklet. Answers are listed according to the category and card number. 

6. If the player who rolled the die answered the CHALLENGE QUESTION correctly, he/ 
she moves the marker in that category forward the appropriate number of squares. 

7. If that argiged was Challenged, and is wrong, the correct Challenger moves ANY 
of his/her markers forward the number of squares determined by the level of the 
question. 

8. The player who answered the CHALLENGE QUESTION correctly moves BACK ANY 
marker of the player or players who incorrectly answered the number of squares 
determined by the level of the question. 

9. No markers can be moved further back than the starting position, but they can be 
moved back from the television screen. 

10. If all answers to the Challenge Question are incorrect, each incorrect player moves 
back his/her furthest advanced marker the appropriate number of spaces and play 
proceeds to the original player’s left. 


WINNING! 


A category is completed when that marker reaches the T.V. screen in the center of the 
board. If the completed category comes up on a die roll, roll again until an unfinished 
category appears. When a team has only one category to finish, the die must show 
that category on the first roll for the team to pick any level of difficulty; otherwise, the 
team is automatically asked a Level 6 question. 


PLAYING HINTS 

. It’s a lot more fun to play with teams; the questions always seem easier to answer! 

. Set realistic times for someone to give an answer. 

3. A good bluff for a Challenge answer is often as good as the correct answer; 
however, if you bluff, bluff well. ..or suffer the consequences. 

4. Strategy is very important. Three correct Level 1 answers are more valuable than 
one missed Level 6! 

5. Players may decide prior to game play whether or not to reveal correct answers 
from the cards if a wrong answer was initially given. We suggest you don’t.
